Foreman Lucas Makes an Assault 
on Grand-Juror Emil Becker. 


Exciting Encounter in the Grand- 
Jury Room This Morning. 
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“LITTLE FOUR” OFFER THE COURT 
AN EXCUSE FOR THEIR CONDUCT.

The first member of the Grand-jury who 
@ot tothe room in the top fioorof the Four 
Courts this morning was John 8. Mofitt. 
The rest straggied in one by one. At 10 
o’clock all Were there except Foreman J. B. 
©. Lucas. Jurymen James Scullin, Howard 
Biossom and Augurt Heman were 
in the session room at that hour, while the 
eight were grouped togetherin the ante- 
chamber. They waited a while longer and 
Assistant Circuit Attorney William Zachritz 
came in and entered the room where the four 
Bat. 

**It’s now 10:15,”” said Juryman Emile A. 
Becker, ‘‘andI amin favorof waiting unti 
10:30 every day andthen adjourning.’’ 

‘‘I’m in favor of waiting for Mr. Lucas if 
it took all day,’* said Juryman JohnS8. Mof- 
Mitt. ‘*‘AsI said yesterday, I think Mr. Lucas 
is too honorablea man to shirk his duty, 
and he certainly will be here to-day.’’ 

Foreman Lucas arrived fortunately and the 
jurymen all went inside. Then the foreman 
came out and told Mr. Zachritz to send for 
the witnesses in the case which had been 
pending when the disagreement 
occurred, that of the S8t. Louis Public 
‘Stock Exchange. Then the foreman went in 
e@gain and Mr. Zachritz called Detectives 
Scully and Kelly and sent them down town 
after the witnesses. As soon as Foreman 
Lucas re-entered the jury-room the members 
began to discuss the situation. Foreman 
Lucas seemed to be much excited and very 
angry about the criticism to which he had 
been subjected by the eight and the news- 
papers. 

FOREMAN LUCAS ASSAULTS MR. BECKER. 

He spoke resentfully of this, and the other 
members of the Grand-jury sat in their tilt- 
ing chairs at their desks and listened. Jury- 
man Becker was tilting on his chair, leaning 
easily on the side, when Foreman Lucas 
looked at him, and said that on 6 member of 
the Grand-jury had charged him with being 
unduly influenced to the suppression of the 
indictment whose disappearance had split 
the body. Then inan instant he seemed to 
lose contro! of himself, rushed at. Juryman 
Becker, seized Bjm,bp. he. coat and gave him 
a violent shove. Juryman Becker’s chair 
turned over and he fell against the next 
chair. Foreman Lucas, still retaining his 
grasp on the coat, raised the umbrella 
which he had held in his hand as he 
walked around the room, and seemed about 
to strike when Jurymen Blossom and Moffitt 
interfered. Foreman Lucas released his hold 
of Juryman Becker and walked excitedly 
through the side door into the office of Mr. 
Zachritz, while other members of the 
jury ran out and got water for 
Juryman Becker to bathe his face. Juryman 
Harry E. Hayward came out of the room 
much agitated, and stood by an open window 
in the passage between the Grand-jury room 
and the ante-chamber, while friends busied 
themselves restoring the disorder of the 
furniture and Juryman Becker’s clothing. 
As Juryman Hayward returned Foreman 
Lucas came from Mr. Zachritz’s office into 
the Grand-jury room and offered Juryman 
Becker an apology, which that gentleman, 
smarting with a sense of the 
indignity put upon him, refused to 
receive. The foreman evidently regretted 
profoundly that he had been betrayed into 
sucha display of temper, and walked back 
and forth, finally for the second time offering 
the apology from the doorof Mr. Zachritz’s 
office. 

**I refuse to receive it,’’ said Juryman 
Becker. ‘‘I considerthis an assault to kill, 
gir, and an apology is not satisfactory.’’ 

ACCEPTED BY REQUEST. 

Foreman Lucas again retreated into Mr. 
Yachritz’ office. Jurymen Moffitt and Bag- 
gott went overto Juryman Becker and tried 
to persuade him to receive the apology. At 
last they got him out of his chair and into 
the other room, when he said: 

**I recelve your apology, sir, on account of 
my friendsinthe jury-room, who desire me 
to do it.’’ , 

All this happened without the slightest 
gound reaching those -who waited in the 
ante-chamber. Nothing but the jurymen 
running out for water looked unusual, and 
that was thought to mean that one of the 
jurors wanted to wash his hands. 

When the jury went into service Mr. 
Zachritz said that he had one more case he 
wanted to bring before them. The eight 
doubted the sincerity of this statement, and 
@ motion was offered togo downto Judge 
Normile and ask to be discharged. This was 
carried by a vote of 8 to 4, A resolution of 
thanks was offered to Foreman Lucas 
for efficient’ service and one to 
Juryman James E. Gatewood, the Secretary, 
in accordance with the formal custon of 
Grand , ries, but contrary to precedent, no- 
body proposed such a resolution for Mr. 
Zachritz. Then Foreman Lucas got up and 
said that he hoped it would be understood 
that he had no personal feeling whatever in 
the aisagreement that had occurred. Jury- 
man Moffitt followed him with a like dis- 
claimér of animosity. Thenthe doors were 
thrown open and the twelve filed down stairs 
into the Criminal Court room 
where Judge Normile was trying 
@ case, They took seats in the jury box, the 
eight sitting together near the bench, and 
the four having seats together at the other 
end ofthe row. As soon as Judge Normile 
saw them coming he stopped the case he 
was trying and got his _ i iittle 
volume of the statutesready. When they 
had al) taken their seats he rose and ad- 
vancing towafrds the side of the bench near- 
est the Grand-jurors said:

AN OUTBURST IN COURT. 

Assoon as Judge Normile finished several 
jurors started to speak at once. ‘‘Your 
Honor,’’ said Juryman Judd, ‘*‘We made a 
motion to adjourn and it was carried by a 
vote of 8 to 4. 


Judge Normile stopped him, throwing out 
his hand and speaking himself. ‘One 
minute, gentlemen,’’ said he. ‘‘I trust you 
will never forget that you are acting ina 
judicial capacity and are part of this 
court, and [I hope you will not allow 
personal feeling to overcome your sobriety of 
judgment. You arean auxiliary branch of 
the judiciary. I am not reproving, but 
simply admonishing you to be discreet.’’ 

**Your Honor,’’ said Juryman Baggott, ‘‘I 
wantto makea statement, and I'll put the 
whole thingintoa very few words. We re- 
solved toadjourn and came down here for that 
purpose. Beforethat motion was carried, 
there was no business to be disposed of, and 
nobody had made any motion for reconsid- 
eration. “e have been always ready to give 
any gentleman a hearing who wanted any- 
thing reconsidered, but up to the 
time of adjournment no person had 
asked for the reconsideration of any matter. 
The motion was carried by a vote of 8to 4.’’ 

Judge Normfle interposed again. ‘*Gentle- 
men,’’ said he, ‘‘Il really can’t listen to this 
recital of matters that took place in the 
Grand-jury room. The law is stringent and 
your oaths are binding.’’ 

**I want to say,’’ said Juryman Blossom, 
rising for the first time, and with an ap- 
pearance of heat, ‘‘that afi the matters that 
took place in the Grand-jury room yesterday 
were published in the PosT-DispPpaTou that 
day, and if there had been a 
shorthand reporter present the report 
couldn’t be more accurate, I don’t know 
who gave it away, but somebody did.’’ 

Foreman Lucas arose again. ‘‘I wish to re- 
pee one more indictment, your Honor,’’ said 

e. 

Judge Normile replied toJuryman Blossom, 
**Ilregret,’’ said he, ‘‘that personal differ- 
ences have arisen between you gentlemen, 
who are all prominent citizens and have the 
welfare of the city at heart. What tran- 
spired at your meeting I know nothing of 
except through the public prints. I can’t 
presume that is true—I don’t know whether it 
is correct ornot. As JudgelIcan’t Know. If 
there is no other business before you, I can’t 
detain you longer.’’ 

Forman Lucas: ‘‘We are ready.to ad- 
journ.’’ = 

Judge Normile then discharged the Grand- 
jury. The eight went home and to their 
offices, whilethe four went up stairs with 
Mr. Zachritz, and gave tothe reporters their 
repl7 to the protest of the eight. 

THE LITTLE FOUR’S STATEMENT. 

The communination presented by Foreman 
Lucas to the. Court was not even addressed. 
It read as foliows: 

‘*‘A written statement has been handed to 
the courtin whichjthe signers go out of the 
way to attack the remaining members of the 
Grand-jury provided b7 law, in which there 
has not been a scintilla of evidence produced 
to show any corrupt or improper motive, nor 
has a single definite charge been made 
againstany of them. The minority of the 
Grand-jury has endeavored to do its 
duty as sworn, and have not failed 
to make true returns whenthe ends ofthe 
law as laid down by their legal advisers 
justified it. Nor has any of the signers 
hereto endeavored to shield any offense pre- 
sentedtothem. The present Grand-jury has 
been in session since July 56, every 
day except Saturdays and Sundays, and on 
Monday last for the first time was ready to 
begin work on the ‘‘alleged offenses in the 
conduct of public affairs.’’ It must be borne 
in mind that it was the earnest desire of the 
court that all bail and bond cases 
be presented as speedily as s. 
sible, and the jury went so far as to hoid 
a special meeting on last Saturday to pre- 
sent indictments. On Monday the jury had 
a case reopened at the request of an exceed- 
ingly conscientious juror, who ‘‘had heard’’ 
or ‘thadan impression’’ of the great possi- 
bility of the case. The great eight will cer- 
tainly remember why the case was dis- 
missed, 

On Tuesday another of these offenses in 
*‘conduct of public affairs’’ was taken 
up and another water haul followed. The 
virtuous eight will remember who moved to 
dismiss thecase. As these saint-lMke jurors 

efused to work on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, charges of continuous thwarting must 
be set down as dreams or classed with other 
**impressions.’’ 

So we come down to the eventful Tuesday 
which marks notany knowledge, evidence, 
facts or legal conclusions on their part, but 

**impression’’ on_._—itheir minds 

was of such rectitude’ that 

they fairly sizzlied in their ardor 
to pose before the public as the only good and 
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rue. 

Notwithstanding thisthey had agree to 
take up the cause celebre of the alleged of. 
fense in the alléged ‘‘push’’ 0: the'next day, 

Noteven though at considerable expense 
many witnesses had been subpcenaed in a 
case alleged to be in. violation of the gam. 
ee act, not even though the law failed to 
justify the indictments nor the evidence, 
nor even though one of their number 
was absent when a part of the testimony 
was taken in the case, t voted to convict. 
As it appears to us, because the case of Aiton 
failed of conviction, and because neither the 
inguest of Monday or 1 ct ee A netted a vic- 
tim, we, the minority, are brought to the 
bar of a? opinion. 

‘lt bas been charged,’’ is the refrain. 
‘*There is an impression,’’ is the ery, and 
straightway these virtuous and indignant 
eight proceed to include us particeps criminis 
without specific charge, without notice and 
without —— 

Lucky for us itis that neither the rack, the 
boat or the iron maiden were capable of be- 
ing brought into effect, as inthe dark agesa 
person accused was condemned. 

So much fortheir ‘‘impressions,’’ so much 
fortheir fancy and fevered imaginings, so 
much for Egotism methods, and now for the 
law and the facts without ‘‘impressions.’’ 

One Jones was charged with 
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nece atthe presentment of the indict- 
ment, withheld the indictment. 
The counsel! provided for the Grand-jury 
the statutes is the only legal advisor 
thereof, and in further evidence thereof the 
court this morning reada communication of 
the foreman to the court and his reply 
thereto, and. the reply of the Prosecutin 
Attorney, which fully covered and affirme 
the adv given and set forth by the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney. But it 
seems that the oeight self constituted 
and ‘tholier than thou’’ guardians of the 
public Weal care nothing for such counsel, 
care nothing for the advice of the honorable 
court, but prepare a document in which they 
sepage the motives, not only of the remain-

All cases of alleged infractions of the law 
have been and would have been heard sofar 
as time permitted, and witnesses subpoenaed 
for the 27th were tn the ante room waiting to 
tell all they Knew of the violation of the law. 

Presto! change. A type-written composi- 
tion is brought out of concealment, the wit- 
nesses are left unheard, and offences against 
the law must go unwhipped of justice, for- 
sooth because . four members of 
the jury declined to find an 
indictment in violation of their oath 
on testimony unworthy of credence in any 
court of justice. 

Whether Jones was in the ‘‘push’’ these 
signers neither know norcare. The ‘'push’’ 
has na slogan for certain grand-jurors 
who were apparently anxiousto indict it or 
its members onthe theory that perhaps if 
a were innocent they could show it below. 
Such isnot our idea of justice, nor of our 
obligation to society and the law. We 
do not desire to make the Grand-jury an en- 
gine of oppression such as challenges the 
Council of Ten, and we do not see in 
every windmill a robber or public enemy. 
We do not desire to run the Grand-jury ma- 
chine to find indictments against the evi- 
dence and the advice of our counsellor by 
law provided. Nor will we be 
made subservient the determi- 
nation of any case, even supposing 
a very virtuous majority deem the case wor- 
thy of experimentingon, While it may seem 
Singular that a juror should voteto inflict 
the odium ofan indictment on any person 
when be has not heard the whole evidence in 
the cage and then turn around and cry fraud, 
obstruction, combine, etc., we do 
not attribute to him any improper 
motives, but presume he was persuaded the 
alleged offender wasin the ‘‘push.’’ 

In startling contrast to this is fhe same 
identical case: One voter was excused from 
voting because he had not heard all the 
evidence. We are right, legally; we are 
right morally. Weare prepared toaccoant 
for Our acts before the proper tribunal and 
atali times, If there has been misconduct

PROTEST OF THE EIGHT. 

As the statement of the four is published in 

full in to-day’s Post- DIsPpaTcH, the state- 

ment of the eight, which was published yes- 
terday, is here reproduced: 


Hon. J. C. Normile, Judge of the St. Loui'Crim: 
inal Court: 


Circumstances which we belleve to be un- 
ng omen pe in the history of criminal justice 
Missouri ee ee of the mem- 
bers the July 3rand-jury to 
appear before you and to protest most 
earnestly against beingrequired to serve any 
further as members of that y. Tocon- 
tinue longer in the service would 
dishonorable to ourselves; and to 
remain silent when we have knowledge of a 
prostitution of the machinery of your court 
would be awrong against you anda crime 
against the puDlic, 

When our jury was organized several weeks 
ago a majority of fts members entertained 
the bellef that while the examination of jail 
cases and bonded cases was an important 
part of the work before us, tne investiga- 
tion of offenses in the conduct of 
public affairs in this city and the 
bringing of such offenders to justice was Im- 
peratively demanded of us. The crime 
of the private citizen affecting 
the rights of another private 
citizen cannot of course bse overlooked 
and must be punished, but the crime of a 
public oMeial against the interests 
of an entire community makes 
special demand on the service of Grand 
jurors, because no private citizen can be ex- 
pected to take upon himself the 
investigation and punisnment of 
at ty ! public offenses. The people 
of St. Louis have a strong impression that 
systematic fraud marks the adminis- 
tration of some of the State and 
city departments, and we who present 
this report to your Honor have good reason 
to lieve that impression to be 
correct. We early found, how- 
ever, that although we were in. the 
majority. our efforts inthe direction of ex- 
posing this character of wrong were to be 
systematically thwarted by a minority of 
our body, who openly or covertly opposed any 
investigation of this kind. While deploring 
this conduct we felt that we had no course 
but to submit; and had the policy 
of obstruction stopped _ there, we 
would not now be before 
you, but on yesterday, in your Honor’s very 

resence, this policy of obstruction took the 
orm of an overt act of insolence tothis 
court and of deflance to a majority of our 


of 


ury. 

Several days agothe jury heard evidence 
which resulted in the finding of a true bill 
against a defendant whose guilt was dis- 
covered during the examination of an- 
other case. When we submitted our partial 
report one day later it was su sed by those 
who voted forthe bill that this was one of 
the paper handed your Honor. Finding next 
day that it ha been held back by 
the Assistant Circuit Attorney, we instructed 
him to prepare the paper forthwith ana 
yesterday morning we entered this court 
With the purpose of reporting that indict- 
ment and three others. p to this time not 
a word had been said in the Grand-jury 
room suggestive of canceling the indictment 
in question. But after arriving in court 
and without offering any reason for his 
course, a juror deliberately withdrew from 
the batch of indictments the particular paper 
referred to, placed it in his pocket, and after 
reporting the balance of the bDiils, hurried 
out of court. 


When it is stated that the man affected by 
the indictment is a city official and is gener- 
ally recognized as belonging to what is known 
as the ‘‘push,’’ this highhanaed proceeding 
becomes all the more significant. When 
such actions are possible and when 
such brazen conduct can block the machin- 
ery of which we are a part, thig Grand-jury 
is powerless forfurther public good, We 
are, therefore, making but a 
reasonable request in asking you to 
discharge us from further service. We 
recognize that this proceeding is anomalous, 
but we plead that there is no other way by 
which the facts can be brought to the knowi- 

of those who have a right to know them 
and who are injured by them. 

It has been charged that the methods pre- 
Mee) in connection with the administra- 
tion of the criminal laws and ordinances of 
this State and citgare loose and at times sug- 
gestive of corruption.

The eight members of the Grand-jury 
charged that their law officer, Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Zachritz, had ‘‘held back’’ 
an indictment against a member of the 
push which he was instructed to return. 

Judge Normile aid not know what to do. 

Messrs. J. B. C. Lucas, James Scaullin, A. 
Heman and Howard Blossom, four members 
of the body, remained in the jury-room, re- 
fusing to goto court when two-thirds of the 
Grand-jurors wanted to go before the Judge 
to report. 

Judge Normile said he did not know what 
to do. 

Eight reputable citizens stood before the 
Judge of the Criminal Court and cast this in 
his teeth: 

**It has been charged that the methods prevailing 
in connection with the administration of the crim- 
inallaws and ordinances of this State and city 
are loose and at times suggestive of corruption. If 
the case we have detaile-? can be allowed to pass 
without condemnation there will beno further doubt 
as to the proof of this alleqgation.’’ 

Judge Normile said be did not know what 
to do. 

On their full responsibility as Grand-jurors 
and as citizens, the eight members resented 
the conduct of @ fellow ,mror in the following 
words. 

**On yesterday, in your Honor’s very presence, 
this policy af obstruct’on took the form of an overt 
act of insolence tothis court and of defiance toa 
majority of our jury.’’ 

Judge Normile said he did not know what 
to do. 

Aside from his powers in contempt pro- 
ceedings to require the fullest explanations 
from all parties Statute No. 6973 of 1889 
plainly shows what Judge Normile might 
have done. 

Itsays: ‘‘Incase any Grant juror is excused 
by the Coart from future service for any cause the 
Court shall cause another Grand juror to be sum- 
moned and sworn.’’ 

It is not unfair to presume that an honest 
Judge with such grave charges as the above 
in his hand did not know of the existence of 
this statute, 

It is hard to believe that Judge Nomile did 
not know of it. In October, 1890, the Grand- 
jury of which Mr. Dwight Tredway was Fore- 
man, E. G. Scudder, R. R. Scott 
and R. D. Lancaster, members, 
found an indictment against a 
leading member of the push. An attempt 
was made to reconsider it. It failed. It 
went over; fifty other indictments were to be 
reported to Court. On the last daya juror 
disappeared. He reported ‘‘sick.’’ His fel- 
low jurors did not belleve the representa- 
tions made. His physician did not bear out 
the representations made by the family of 
the missing juror, who would not allow him: 
self to be seen. The facts were presented to 
Judge Normile. He did not know what to 
do. He would not summon another juror 
who would have completed the number and 
enabled them toreport. He could not under 
the law receive the report from eleven 
jurors. He said he could not dis- 
charge the eleven jurors. He did nothing. 
He allowed the jury to disband and die with 
the term aud the indictment against the 
push leader and’ ffty other criminals went 
into the waste basket of Assistant Circuit At 
torney Zachritz. 

Lawyers through the columns of the Poe 
DISPATCH Called attention to the above state- 
ment but apparently the lesson has been for- 
gotten and ignorance Is pleaded once more,

Computing the Loss by the Lock- 
Out at Homestead. - 


Aside From the Sacrifice of Life $1,000, 
000 Has Been Wasted. 


TRACING THE MOVEMENTS OF THE MUE- 
DEROUS ANARCHISTS. 


Frick’s Wounds Hesling Rapidly—He Di- 
rects the Business of the Carnegie Co.— 
Filling the Steel Mille With Non-Union 
Men—Prospects of the Men Now Out of 
‘Work—Iams Begins Suit. 


PrTTspurG, Pa., July 29.—The great lock- 
out at Homestead is just one month old, and 
has already cost over $1,000,000, besides the 
sacrifice ofa half score of human lives and 
serious injuries to many times that number. 
Of the loss incash, the military has cost in 
round figures $820,000, the workmen have lost 
in wages $180,000, and Carnegies have lost 
and spent as much more in getting new 
workmen. The workmen at Beaver Falls, 
Duquesne and the Union mills in Pittsburg 
have lost about $100,000 in wages by tneir 
sympathy strike, and the firmis out $100,000 
by the idleness of these plants. 
Added to this will the 
county expenses for deputy sheriffs 
and murder trials, the expense to the city for 
hunting the Anarchists and to the nation for 
the Congressional investigations. Another 
item of nomean Ssignificanceis the loss to 
workmen and manufacturersin plants indi- 
rectly affected which have been forced to 
close down for want of material. The locked- 
out workmen have notas yet been deprived 
of any of the necessaries of life, andif the 
fight should last several weeks yet, there is 
no danger of the workmen’s families coming 
to actual want. Subscriptions have been 
coming in liberally and the relief work has 
been carried on judiciously and well. Every 
day people come to Amalgamated headquar- 
ters and receive orders for groceries and 
provisions. The funds already collected will 
hold out for some time and noneof the 
men are in fear of suffering for plenty 
toeat. The people who are receiving aid are 
principally those who received $1.40 per day, 
the cheap laborers wholeft their positions 
out of sympathy for the members of the 
Amalgamated Association. 

The second month of the great Homestead 
strike opens rather discouragingly so far as 
the locked-out men are concerned, though 
they do not tn the slightest admit it, and ex- 
press as great confidence in ultimate victory 
asever. On the 29th of June, 2,000 men havy- 
ing been locked out, 1,800 others struck out of 
sympathy, and only a few watchmen were 
left around the plant. To-day there are 
about 725 men inthe mill, and the firm claims 
it has a quantity of beams ready for ship- 
ment. The locked out men have no access to 
the non-unionists to endeavor to induce 
them to come out, while daily the firm is fill- 
ing vacancies and training new men for the 
work.

EFFECTS OF THE CONFLICT. 

Meanwhile the effects of the lock-out are 
being feltinthe town. To-day a Constable 
closed a grocery store, The owner concluded 
to go out of business, owing to his inability to 
carry on an extensive credit business. A 
number of merchants, while in sympathy 
with the locked-out men, are deciding upon 
a plan whereby they wiil not give credit, but 
will sell at absolute cost to ali the men. 

The Relief Committee, which has charge of 
all poorer paid labor, meets all demands 
upon it, though daily the long line of persons 
asking assistance grows larger. The non- 
union men are beginning to receive an aston- 
ishing number of threatening letters. The 
following 18 a sample: 

NOTICE. 

HOMESTEAD, July 29.—All non-union men desir- 
ing to leave Carnegie’s works will be provided for 
by the union men of Homestead. But all who stay 
at work wiil seek their God. All are being spotted. 
Beware. 

The firm has told the men that they can 
leave if they wish, according to the state- 
ment of Mr. H. M. Curry. He added: ‘‘None 
are afraid, though, and the story of the men 
being prisoners is untrue. None are desirous 
of leaving.’’ 

As a result of the stone throwing from pass- 
ing trains last night the railroad company 
has placed detectives on the trestle, and wil) 
arrest any persons who repeat the offense, 
Hugh O’ Donnell yet remains away, but mem- 
bersofthe Advisory Committee are in com- 
munication with him, and seem to expect 
something favorable as a result of his mis- 
sion. : 

IN THE UNION MILLS. 

The gas retorts of the Union mill were 
started this morning and will be increased in 
pressure until the mill is ready to start. 
There are about 150 machinists and repairers 
making repairs to both plants, which are 
nearly finished, and when Sypt. Dillon gives 
the word both mills will be operated. 
Enough more non-union men were sent to 
Homestead last night and this morning to in- 
crease the number thereto9”. This morn- 
ing the tug-boat Tide took seventy-five men 
up the river to the Homestead works, There 
have been no other departments started, but 
the entire plant, with the exception of a 
couple of slab mills, is doing business single 
turn, 

The Rey. Mrs. Amanda Deyo, Universal 
Peace Commissioner of Scranton, Pa., who 
came here as a representative of the Uni- 
versal Peace Union to settle the Homestead 
strike, will return to her home this evening, 
and the strike will goon. The attempt of 
the peacemakers was futile. She secured, 
however, from all the Amalgamated Associa. 
tion leaders, including President Weihe, a 
statement that they were willing to leave to 
atribunalall questions at issue, except the 
date of expiration of scales, which must re- 
main at June 80, but the Carnegie officials as- 
serted they had nothingto arbitrate. Mrs. 
Deyo went to Homestead again to-day and 
talked with the strikers. They, too, favored 
submission of the trouble toatribunal. Mrs. 
Deyo said Belva Lockwood has written her 
offering to act as an arbitrator. 

Two employment agents, su to be 
representing the Carnegie Steel Co., were 
mobbed by workmen on South Diamond 
street last night. They had collected a crowd 
of millmen, idle because the iron scale has 
not been signed, and promised them 
wages for work on a new railroad, not lo- 
cated. A rumor stated that the agents were 
getting men for Homestead. .

MURDEROUS PLOTS, 


BERKMAN AND HIS COMPANIONS IN THE CON- > 
SPIRaACY TO KILL FRICK. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 29.—The belief grows 
that the attackon H.C. Frigk was the out- 
come of a well-connived pilot to kill the chief 
men of the Carnegie Co., planned by the An- 
archists of New York, an@ that the work of 
Assassin Berkman was to be assisted in every 


way by the reds of the Pittsburg group. All 
the facts transpiring in connection with the 
attack on Frick and Berkman’s movements 
while in this city go to substantiate the cor- 
rectness of this theory. 

The police authorities are looking after 
evidence upon which to make more arrests. 
From this evidence they expect to prove that 
Berkman was not like Norcross, a crazy 
crank, but a representative of an organiza- 
tion of Anarchists, chosen by them by lot to 
kill the leader of the Carnegie Co. 

The Anarchists have takena deep interest 
inthe Homestead labor troubles since the 
battle with the Pinkertons on the morning of 
July 6. On July 7, when the locked-out men 
at Homestead were ready at a moment’s 


by the Pinkertons, and the town wasinga 
state of continued excitement, three strang- 
ers arrived on the evening train. They 
brought with them bundles, and in less than 


an hour from the time of their arrival the 


streets of the town were strewn with thou- 
sands of pink and white circulars addressed 
to the workingmen, calling them brothers 
and urging them to resort to dynamite, and 
murder if necessary, to protect their rights. 

The workmen at Homestead resented the 
interference of the Anarchists and promptly 
arrested them. Twoofthem were forced to 
leave town on the first train, while the third, 
evidently the leader, was locked up until 
morning. Thecirculars weretorn into bits 
by the workingmen, and an hour after their 
distribution there was not a single circular 
left in Homestead. 

This incident completely exonerates the 
locked-out mill workers from complicity with 
the work of the red-handed Anarchists. 

Thatthe Anarchists did not give up their 
attempts to settle the Homestead labor diffi- 
cultiesis evident from subsequent events, 
The history of Berkman shows that he was 
an Anarchist of a most radical kind. He did 
not work more than half the time,and the 
wages that he received could only have bare- 
ly supported him. He was a frequent attend- 
ant at Anarchist meetings, and belonged toa 
society known as the Autonomists, the most 
radical of Anarchist societies. 

Those who have heard him talk say that he ' 
was an impressive speaker and never hes!i- 
tated in urging the people to resort to vio- 
lence. Miss Emma Goldman, his associate, 
was nominally a dressmaker, but she spent 
the greater portion of hertime in keeping 
house for her lover and in accompanying him 
to anarchistic meetings. She took an im- 
portant part in these meetings, and when 
she denounced the wealthy class her flery in- 
vectives created a deep impression. 

The little money that Berkman earned 
could have barely supported him. Notwith- 
standing this fact he secured money enough 
to goto Pittsburg, buy a new sult of clothes 
and pay for two weeks’ board. 

The money was undoubtedly furnished to 
him by his friends in this city, who knew his 
mission in Pittsbbrg or whom he deceived. 
If he went to Pittsburg as a representative of 
the Anarchists, for the purpose of killing Mr. 
Frick, then the money was furnished by the 
Anarchists, raised undoubtedly by them 
through small subscriptions. 

The arrest of F. Mollick, who has been 
identified as the man who sent at least two 
express money orders to Berkman while he 
was in Pittsburg is important, as it will un- 
doubtedly show that he was being furnished 
money by friends who were Anarchists. 

Karl Knold, with whom Berkman boarded 
in Allegheny at the time he attempted to 
shoot Mr. Frick, has admitted since he was. 
arrested that he wasan Anarchist and that 
he knew Berkman wasalso. His story that 
Berkman had been boarding with him for the 
past two weeks proves that Berkman tried to 
mislead the police officials when he told them 
that he had been there fortwoor three days 
und that he knew no one in the city. 

Italso shows that Berkmap is trying to 
shield those who helped him, and-if_ there 
was no conspiracy on the part of the Anarch- 
ists this would hardly be necessary. Even 
after he learned that Knold had been ar- 
rested he still persisted in his statement that 
he knew noone in Pittsburg or Allegheny, 
The greatest offense an Anarchist can com- 
mit, according to the teachings of his organi- 
zation, is to giveinformation that will im- 
plicate his fellow-members. Berkman’s 
attempts, therefore, to protect his friends 
add another link io the chain of circumstan- 
tial ¢vidence which may prove that the 
attempt to assassinate Mr. Frick was only 
the initial movement of a great scheme begun 
by an organized band of Anarchists fully ag 
determined as the Anarchists of Chicago. 

Superintendent of Police Roger O’Mara 
will make no further charges against An- 
archist Frederick Mollick, arrested at Long 
Branch, asan accomplice of Assassin Berg- 
man. He says one chargels sufficient to hold 
him. The superintendent ridicules the at- 
tempt to arrest him for kidnapping Mollick 
by whom he calls ‘‘Two Cheap Lawyers,’ 
He has the authority of the city of Pittsburg, 
and he says Mollick came willingly. Be- 
sides this the prisoner was not in his custody 
untii after they crossed the Pennsylvania 
line, being in that of a reporter. 

No further arrests of Anarchists were made 
here this morning, but the police are vigl- 
lant. Berkman has made no further admis- 
sions in jail. Itis said he will be defended ve 
afund to be raised among his New Yor 
friends, 

A significant thing found among the effects 
of Bauer was aredcard in the shape of a 
book that apparently was the ‘‘open sesame’’ 
to Anarchist meetings and was held by those 
on the inner circle. Over the top of the inner 
side was the legend, ‘‘Alarm Club,’’ the 
next line was ‘‘Certificate of membership 
for Henry Bauer.’’ It was signed by KE. 
Kosters, Secretary. Onthe lower page were 
four rows of squares marked by dotted lines. 
There were thirteen in each line, which gave 
one for eyery week inthe year. Apparently, 
whenever the card was presented it was 
stamped with a rubber stamp ‘‘Alarm Ulub’’ 
in one of the squares. The book also con- 
tained letters from August Spies, Nina Van 
Zant, Herr Most and other Anarchists. 
Among the pictures was one which was 
identified as‘ that of the man seen with 
Berkman on Saturday. Thé police are look- 
ing for this man, but so far have been unable 
to find any trace of him. 


A NON-UNION MAN’S STORY. 


NEW MEN ARE FARING IN THE CAR- 
NEGIE STEEL WORKS, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 22.—A non-union man 
named Henry Stocker, who has deserted the 
steel mills at Homestead telis the following 
story: 

**Karly last week I called at No. 111 Arch 
street in response to an advertisement for 
workmen. I told the man in charge that I 
was a bricklayer. He employed me, saying 
he was getting men for a manufacturing 
firm not far from Philadelphia. I reported 
to him the next morningand in company 
with twenty or thirty others went to the 
Broad street station in charge of a well- 
dressed man. We asked him where he was 
going to take us, to which he replied: 

** ‘Only a few miles out of town.’ 

‘*When we landed in Pittsburg we were 
hustled on toa boat and brought to Home- 
stead. When we learned that we had been 
made prisoners we asked tobe permitted to 
leave. A foreman or superintendent then 
addressed the men. He told them that should 
they attempt to leave the mill they id be 


met by union men on the outside and shot

earned about $12 a day each. They were tol 
to Jeave off work under pain of being vio- 
lently dealt with, But they stayed a week 
and when one of them was caught outside of 
the mill he was severely beaten, and the oth- 
ers were told they would be murdered if they. 
did not leave. The six foremen left on Mon- 
day and were given by the officials ten days 
in which to’'return, or their fat tions 
would be forfeited. Two returned, but they 
came a day late and were not re-employed.

WASHINGTON, D, 0., July 29.--Hon. E. L, 
Anthony, the successor of Hon. Roger Q.

**Texas politics isin ratheran effervescent 
state just now,’’ he said. ‘*A good deal of 
feeling has been aroused in the gubernatorial 
canvas and there has been  con- 
siderable talk of a split in 
the Democratic party through a possible 
bolt at the State Convention.

The Third party people are 
goingto make desperate efforts to capture 
several Congressional seats in our State, and 
they will make our candidates work energet- 
ically for their political salvation. They are 
extremely active and well organized in Mr. 
Culberson’s district,and in my ownandin 
one of the new districts they havea very 
strong candidate in the person of Evan 
Jones, President of the State Alliance. They 
are holding out strong inducements to the 
colored voters by offering to put them on the 
tickets for county offices, and by that 
means will capture a large proportion 
ofthat vote. But these conditions will have 
atendency to make our side work with un- 
wonted zeal, and I therefore predict that the 
delegation in the Fifty-third Congress will 
be, as now, solidly Democratic.’’ 

Congressman Anthony is of heavy build, 
tall and broad-shouidered, has dark hair and 
gray eyes, astrong and intellectual face in- 
nocent of beard, and is altogether a man of 
handsome and commanding appearance. He 
is 40 years of age, but looks considerably 
younger.

News of the Awful Calamity Conveyed 
tothe Family by a ‘‘Post-Dispatch’’

¥rank L. Meade, a conductor on the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas & Texas road, was sleeping up- 
stairs in the building from which Tyler had 
removed his large hardward stock a few 
days before to have the building 
remodeled. Work was begun and the 
body found. The neck was broken and 
head crushed. Coroner Dixon held an in- 
quest over his remains immediately after 
they were found, and a verdict renaered ac- 
cordingly. 

The lossfon the two buildings fs estimat 
at $13,000. The losses to the stock are as fol- 
lows: Nevada Drug Co., $6,000; Dr. Buchan- 
an’s office, $600; Dr. Herbert Metcalf, dentist- 
ry, $800; the losses to those rooming up-stairs 
is estimated at $1,200. 


THE DEAD CONDUCTOR. 

SEDALIA, Mo., July 29.—Conductor Meade, 
who was killed at Nevada at an early hour 
this morning, was aresident of thiscity. A 
few minutes after the arrival of the 8:10 
o’ clock passenger train from the 
south this morning, the report 
of the calamity having been fully 
confirmed a Post-DispaTcu representative 
visited the Meade home at 723 West Seventh 
street. It isahandsome two-story frame 
building with a nice large yard. Just as he 
rang the bell two ladies, one of whom after- 
wards proved to be Mrs. Meade, met him at 
the door. There was an expression of alarm 
on their faces for they had just heard a ru- 
mor that the husband had been injured. The 
coming of a stranger seemed to instantly fil 
the ladies with fearand they pressed him to 
tell them the particulars. Mrs. Meade refused 
fora moment to believe it and struggled with 
all a woman’s intense feelings to shut her- 
selfaway from theterribie facts. Thenshe 
suddenly threw her hands to her eyes, uttered 
a wild outburst of grief and feil into the arms 
of her companion.

A pretty littie girl about 2 years 
old stood looking on, her blue eyes bright 
and wide with wonder, The little darling 
could not understand. Mr. Jas Gardner and 
wife, the aged father and mother of this new 
made widow, were overcome by the sudden 
information. 

Frank Meade was a native of Belfast, Alle- 
gheny County, New York, and was about 38 
years o!d. He married a Miss Gardner four- 
teen years agoanda five children were born 
tothem.

Deceased had 
been in the employment of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railroad Co. for the last 
twenty years and no man on the system 
was more highly esteemed or more 
greatly trusted.

Forty-three Deaths From Heat in One 
Day. 

New YorkK, July 29.—People on the streets 
of this town at noon to-day believed it to be 
the center of Gehenna—so sickening was the 
heat. ‘The effect of the. dazing, fur- 
nace-like glare and heat upon the 
horses is pitiable. Riding five 
blocks between 12 and 1 o’clock this after- 
noon a reporter saw three horses dropped in 
harness and dragged to thecurb, Street-car 
teams were changed every six to’ fifteen 
blocks, relays being kept standing under 
awnings beside the tracks. 

The clang of the ambulance gang was fre- 
quent inthe streets, for up to 11:30 o’clock 
forty-two deaths from heat had been fre- 
ported for the twenty-four hours expiring 
then, while prostrations were frequent. 
Duriag the night one coroner was called from 
his home eleven times to give death 


permits. Last night was_ sleepless for the 
unfortunates who had to remain inthecity. 
Would-be sieepers in New York felt hopeless 
and ancomfortabile. The mercury recorded 
the hottest night of the year. The tempera- 
ture during the night was as follows: la. m., 
81;2a. m., 80;fromstoia. m. the mercury 
took a rest at 80, but 

on even until to 6 o’clock 

the sun showed his full face again at7 a. m. 
and chased the metal up to 8%, and gained 
another point by 8 o’clock.

CUBAN TRADE, 


IMPORTS LOOKED AFTER—NEW SCHEDULE OF 
IMPORT DUTIES. 


HAVANA, July 29.—In order to secure ac- 
curate information as to the quantities of 
refined petroleum, cordage, ice and beer im- 
ported into the island the various companies 
in Havana producing these articles have 
combined to place special agents at all Cuban 
ports to report to them all packages of the 
above-named goods legally or illegally 
brought into Cuba. 

The Minister of the Colonies at Madrid has 
instructed the Governor-General of Cuba by 
cable to notify the directors and _ stock- 
holders of the Western Railway Co. that they 
will not be allowed to transfer the ownership 
of the railway to any foreign syndicate with- 
out special authority from the home Gov- 
ernment. 

Under the new tariff law tmporters and ex- 
porters will be obliged to pay $1.200a year at 
Havana, $800 at second-class ports and $200 
at all other ports. Accordingto the budget 
law shortly to be enforced in the island a 
transitory duty will be imposed upon all im- 
ported goods except the following: Flour, 
lard, hams, bacon, corn, wheat, jerked beef, 
vegetables, vermicelli and other soup pastes, 
wines, vinegar, olive oll, crude petroleum, 
ice cheese, salted fish, meat and potatoes. 
To the above articles will be added those con- 
tained in schedules Aand Bofthe commercial 
treaty with the United States, in orderthata 
duty may not be imposed on Spanish pro- 
ducts which are connected on similar pro- 
ducts imported from the United States. 


BRITISH POLITICS. 


COMBLETE ELECTION RETURNS GIVE THE LIB- 
ERALS FORTY MAJORITY. 

Lonpon, July 29.—The returns from the 
election in Orkney and Shetland Islands, re 
ceived to-day, completes the new Parlla- 
ment. The Liberals, as was expected, car- 
ried the day, Mr. Leonard Lyell, Liberal, 
being re-elected by a vote of 2,617 to 1,674 for 
W.. Younger, Liberal Unionist. In 1885 Mr. 
Lyell hada majority of 1,412 over the Con- 
servative candidate,and in 1886 Mr. Lyell had 
a majority of 971 over the Liberal Unionist 
candidate. His majority, reporteu to-day, 
is somewhat less, being 943. Mr. Lyell isa 
nephew of the late Sir Charles Lyell, the 
famous geologist. Orkney and Shetland 
have returned a Liberal for sixty years. 
From 1832 until 1880 there was no contest. 
The result in Orkney and Shetland leaves Mr. 
Gladstone with forty majority for a vote of 
**no confidence’’ ia Lord Salisbury Ministry, 
this majority including Liberals, Labor, anti- 
Parnellites and Parnellites. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


BOLD ANNEXATION TALK BY FRENCH CANA- 
DIANS. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, July 29.—Le Canada of 
this city publishes a remarkable editorial in 
which it saysan efforis being made to dena- 
tionalize the French Canadians and make 
them ‘‘hewers of wood and drawers of 
water.’’ It adds: ‘‘After a century of 
struggles, of sacrifice and of progress under 
the English flag are we going to allow our- 
selves to disappear, slowly but surely, in 
order to give way to English colonists? Will 
we submit tothis humiliation? No, surely 
not. Before allowing ape be to be en- 
guifed on the soil of our ancSstors by a for- 
eign antagonistic element we will place our- 
selves under the American fiagand work for 
the glory and grandeur of that grand coun- 
try.’’ 


CHOLERA IN MEXICO. 

CiTy oF Mexico, July 29.—The startling re- 
port reached here this morning that Asiatic 
cholera had reached Vera Cruz déspite the 
strict quarantine regulations that have been 
enforced by the authosities at all ports by 
the Mexican Government. The rumor was 
set afloat by an American tourist named Has 
kell, who arrived last evening from Vera 
Cruz. As stated that there were three deaths 
from the disease on the day previous to his 
departure, and that the authorities of Vera 
Crug were making aneffortto keep the in- 
formation from the public. An inquiry was 
made here yesterday at the Board of Health 
headquarters, and a denial of the report was 
authorized.

THE GREAT PROBLEM. 


Views of a Pittsburg Labor Journal on 
Methods of Solution. 


The following are extracts from ‘the ac- 
knowledged organ of the labor societies of 
Western Pennsylvania, the Labor Tribune, 
published at Pittsburg: 


**The best arrangement that has yet been 
in practice inthe fron and steel mill busi- 
ness, looking to peace between employer and 
employed, has beenthe Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation. Its method is conciliation, The 
only obstacle tothe unqualified success of 
this plan is that ever-present quality of man- 
kind known as human selfishness. Unfortu- 
nately this isan element that cannot be got- 
ten rid of, for though it is said by sentiment- 
alists that *‘love makes the world go round,"’ 
= in fact, it. is selfishness that  per- 
orms this operation. So, in considering the 
solution of the capital and labor problem 
seifisnness must be taken into the account. 
Our theory is that justice and a wholesale 
sprinkling of broad mind is the way to buck 
against the greed factor. This and as little 
law as poeeete. for the further the question 
is kept away from paternalism the better 
for the freedom of the citizen. It is not un- 
reasonable to assert that if the workmen had 
direct interest in the establishments in which 
they are employed the result would be as 
nearto permanent ace as is practicable.

**It may not have been the intention of 
those who devised the corporation method to 
give other than capitalists a double oppor- 
tunity to employ and make tent their 
money, but it is easy to believe thatthe 
theory was that this method would admit 
of very general co-operation and thus enable 
the workman to gain position that would be 
as fair tohim as the possibilities of selfish- 
ness would admit. We prefer the latter view 
because itis reasonable and because it fits 
the present phase of the labor and capital 
problem better than any other that has come 
to our notice. Ifthistheory be not put in 
practice, or one equaliy as general, it would 
be preferable that corporations, so far as the 
manufacturing industries are concerned, 
should be abolished and the oid fashion of 
purely private companies or firms return. 
This, at least, would furnish incentive to 
workmen, for under the old fashion and be- 
fore the corporation reared its head and 
had proceeded so far in its gobble of 
wealth, the .skilled workman was fre- 
quently admitted to the firm that he had well 
served. Notso mony years ago there were 
few mill firms in Pittsburg that had not one 
or more members who started at rolls and 
furnace; now such firms are the exception, 
and where there is one it is an old-timer that 
stilllives orhasnot been transformed into 
the corporation shape. Under the corpora- 
tion as itis practiced, so large capital is re- 
quired to gointo the business that only the 
wealthy can take a share, and ofcourse the 
tendency is further concentration of 
wealth and the further development of three 
Gistinct elements of population—capital, 
middle and working classes. The drift ofthe 
Republic is toward aristocracy, and it is this 
driit we would turn into the wholesome 
channel whose current would take the peo- 
ple squarely back to the citizenship equality 
mentioned in such early State papers, now 
almost obsolete, as the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Constitution of the Re- 
public. 

‘*Every day almost brings its own new de- 
tail of reason for regret that conditions have 
become so untoward that what should bea 
plain proposition, namely, the arrangement 
of a wage scale, cannot be accomplished with 
as good feeling as any other important basi- 
ness transactions. What is the reason of 
this? Is thereany man soconsummate an 
ass as to assert the fault is one-sided? Virtue 
and wisdom do not perch asa monopoly 
on the banner of labor organization any 
more than it does on that of the employers. 
Better look home for shortcomings, both of 
you, and after earnest effort at reformation 
there will be no need of appeal to public 
opinion, for you will be able to eome to 
agreements yourselves, and without other 
lubricant than sturdy endeavor to be fair.’’ 

Murder that partakes of the elements of 
assassination, that is to say, murder not 
done in the heatof passionis particularly 
detestable. When the motive is other 
than personal and the crime is committed 
in a Republic such as the United States, 
it becomes more especially one to be repudi- 
diated promptly andemphatically. Of this 
latter class was the attempt upon the life 
of Chairman Frick of the Carnegie Steel 
Company on Saturday last. The ——-

shooting. In case there be no fatal result he 
can be punished on the charges, felonious 
assault oe Mr. Frick and upon Mr. Leish- 
man. Whatever the term of imprisonment 
may be it will be tnadequate to fit this crime 
—acrime that is against both employer and 
workman. Wholesome-minded men, whether 
workmen or employers, will regret that the 
law does not take cognizance of the intention 
of a criminal and punish in accord with that 
intention.’’

TWO-EDGED SWORD. 


Canadians Aroused Over the Canal Tolls 
Matter. 


CLAIM MADE THAT UNCLE 8AM WILL 
SUFFER MOST. 


Retaliation Will Only Temporarily Incon- 
venience Dominion Shippers—Breach 
of the Treaty of Washington Charged— 
Some Prospect of an Anticable Settle- 
ment—Newspaper Comment. 


MONTREAL, July 29.—Regarding the Retalia- 
tion Dill and the canal tolls, the Gazette, a lo- 
cal Government organ, in an evidently in- 
spired article, editorially says: 

**We must be prepared to be done by as we 
do, and it is not at all certain that the Amer- 
icans have gone further as yet in their legis- 
lation than to apply to traffic through the 
Welland Canal. All vessels, whether Ameri- 
can or British, carrying cargo through the 
Sault Ste. Marie Canal to a Canadian port 
will be required to pay a toll, but all vessels, 
whether American or British, carrying cargo 
through the Sault Ste. Marie to an American 
port will be exempt from toll. There isan 
equality of treatment in the opinion of Con- 
gregs in the sense the Canadian Government 
has interpreted Art. 27, and it is not an 
easy matter to gainsay the contention. 

The Gazette maintains, however, that it Is 
in the rate of tolls found to be imposed on 
Canadian or Canadian bound vessels that the 
American government is “manifesting a 


.spirit of retaliation and hostility, quite out 


of accord with the pretension of doing unto 
others as they are done by.’’ 

Regarding the series of commercial repris- 
alsthe paper continues: ‘‘Contingencies of 
this kind are not pleasant to contemplate, 
nor to be encouraged by word or deed.’’ 

Summing up the paper asks: ‘‘How then 
shall we provide a remedy? Obviously the 
situation is altered ifthe Americans, in im- 
posing practically prohibitory tolls to Sault 
Ste. Marie,are merely aprlying the Canadian 
interpretation of article 27, and are not de- 
parting in principle from the compact of 
equality of treatment. Our government, 


therefore, may deem it desirable to abolish 
the rebate system and make a uniform toll 
without regard to routes ortodo away alto- 
gether with tolls. One thing, at least, seems 
clear, namely, that no effort should be spared 
to bring abouta speedy adjustment of the 
guestion.’’ 


CUTS BOTH WAYS. 

ToRONTO, Ontario, July 29.—The Ontario 
Mail (Ind.), in a leading editorial on ‘‘The 
Canal Toll War,’’ says: ‘‘It will be very de- 
plorable if the canal toll war is precipitated. 
There can be little doubt if a tax is placed 


upon Canadian vessels at Sault,a corresp ond- 
ing or higher tax will be placed upon Amer- 
ican vessels at Welland. One will be tem- 
porarily injurious to Canadians, 
other will be permanently injurious to 
Americans.’’ 

The Maiideals with arguments addressed 
to the Executive of the United States by D. 
M. Irwin, President of the Chicago Board of 
Trade; Stephen E. Payne, ex-member of 
Congress; Judge Churchill of Oswego, and 
others, complaining of Canada’s alleged 
discrimination, and advocating restrictive 
action, and continues: ‘‘These documents 
illustrate the influences that have been 
brought to bear upon President 
Harrison and Congress with aview to pro- 
ducing retaliation. Our Government, ac- 
cording to this report of Dominion Secretary 
Foster, has done its best to avoid trouble. It 
offered on June 4 to withdraw the discrimina- 
tion if the United States would allow Cana- 
dians touse New York canals as contem- 
plated by the treaty of Washington, In other 
words it said to our neighbors: ‘‘Fulfill 
your long neglected pledge and we will ful- 
fill ours.’’ But J. W. Foster reports that the 
Secretary of State declined to entertain this 
proposition asa satisfactory settlement of 
the question. If asaresultof this peremp- 
tory refusal to do justice and to come to 
terms Mr. Harrison attacks Canada at Sault 
and Canada taxes American vessels at 
Welland, Oswego and Ogdensburg, interests 
that are consequently injured will have 
nobody but the President and J. W. Foster to 
thank for the injury they thus sustained. 

CANADA GENEROUS. 

The Empire, the Government organ, in dls- 
cussing the retaliation and the Washington 
treaty says: ‘‘Upon the whole question of 
canals we have been generous at the present 
moment. The Republicisreally adebtor of 
Canada for privilege of using our canals, the 
fruit of our heavy expenditures and remark- 
able improvements since 1872, whilst cheatin 
us deliberately out of a promised return, an 
yet the United States talks of-retalilation and 
acts as thoughit were aggrieved. Somuch 
for international measures On one side and 
almost too great conciliation on the other.’’

AN UNPRECEDENTED SITUATION. 


Judge Normile struck the nail on the 
head when he described the situation in 
the Criminal Court as unprecedented. It 
is doubtful if ever before a successful con- 
spiracy for the defeat of justice in the 
interest of law-breakers with political 
pulis was so defiantly flaunted in the 
face of the people ag has been done in that 
court without an act or word in rebuke of 
it from the Judge on the bench. 

The statement of eight jurors asking to 
be discharged on the ground that a block- 
ade of justice exists through the ob- 
structive tactics of other jurors and court 
officials is perhaps the most remarkable 
ever presented to a judge. Not less re- 
markable is the conduct of the Judge, who 
sits on the bench like a bump ona log, 
pleading ignorance and inability, and 
tamely permits his court to be placed in 
contempt and the Grand-jury system to be 
degraded into an instrument for the pro- 
tection of law-breakers. 

The eight jurors solemnly affirm that 
their efforts to investigate certain viola- 
tions of the law are rendered useless by the 
obstruction of the Assistant Circuit At- 
torney and certain other jurors. They 
charge that a member of the jury with- 
out a consultation and in defiance of the 
will of the Grand-jury held back and ab- 
stracted an indictment sent to the Judge. 
Yet with ample power to act Judge 
Normile does what he did once before 
when the timely disappearance of a juror 
saved an influential rascal from indictmeft 
and nullified a large part of the work of a 
Grand-jury—nothing. He takes no ac- 
count of his power to instruct the jury, to 
dismiss jurors and summon others and to 
punish for contempt of court, but by his 
passive consent serves asthe king pin in 
the rascal-shielding combine existing in 
his court. 

Humiliating as this spectacle of the tri- 
umph of the political ‘‘pull*’ in the seat of 
justice is to citizens of St. Louis itis, per- 
haps, worth the cost. It clinches the 
proof of official rascality and affords a 
demonstration that the Four Courts must 
be swept and garnished before the law can 
be enforced in this city.

In devoting his entire opening speech to 
Missouri affairs and letting Federal issues 
severely alone, Maj.

Inthe caselI 
have cited, the chief elective officer of the 
nation and the military head of its armies in 
the feild had, in the midst of actual war, been 
assassinated, and apparently by organized 
treason, anda reasonable show of enforcing 
respect forthe President was indispensable 
asa preventive of quarrelsin camp and to 
preserve discipline ofthe army. Butin the 
Case at Homestead we find an en- 
tirely different situation. Not only was the 
provocation on the part of the military 
authorities wholly inadequate, but the char 
acter of the punishment unnecessarily 
severe. Within the memory of all concerned

TAXPAYERS STILL IN IGNORANCE. 


They Have Not Yet Learned That an Un- 
licensed Saloon Cannot Be Closed. 


The citizens who live in the vicinity of 
King’s highway and Delmar avenue have 
been laboring for two months to close an un- 
licensed saloon on the corner owned by Bar- 
ney B. Willlams, but without success so far. 
Williams triedto havea petition signed by 
the requisite majority of residents on the 
block, but secured onlya small minority of 
the sixteen legal signers. The majority 
signed a remonstrance which induced Col- 


lector Zeigenhein to refuse Will- 
jams a license. The residents thought 
that the refusal of a license 
meant the death of the saloon, but they were 
deceived.

CHARGES OF DRUNKENNESS MADE 
AGAINST CONGRESSMEN, 


Scene of Uproar in the House—Filfbuster- 
ing Set in Motion Against the World’s 
Fair Appropriation Amendments— Mc- 
Garrahan Claim Bill Vetoed—Washing- 
ton News and Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 29.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Wheeler of Alabama renewed his 
attack on Mr. Watson of Georgia. He quoted 
from a book written by Mr. Watson, charg- 
ing members of the House with drunkenness 
on the floor. He denounced the statement as 
untrue, There was a good deal of excite- 
ment, 

Mr. Burrows called Mr. Wheeler to order 
and said business could not be interrupted by 
a political harangue. Mr. Wheeler iook his 
seat, after being called to order several 
times. Mr. Watson then rosetoreply and 
accused Mr. Wheeler of falsely charging him 
with trying to break up the solid South with 
the Sub-Treasury bill, 

Mr. Combs of New York calied Mr. Watson 
to order, 

Mr. Watson said: ‘‘The gentleman from 
New York cannot bulldoze me.’’ He at- 
tempted to proceed amid interruptions, 
Holding his book up he said; ‘‘Every word 
init is true.’’ [Hisses,] Mr. Tracy called 
Mr. Watson to order and said he had re- 
flected onthe members, He demanded that 
Mr. Watson take his seat. There was fre- 
newed excitement.

EX-GOV. HARDIN DEAD. 


He Was Missouri’s Chief Executive in 


Mrxico, Mo., July 29.—Tolling church bells 
throughout the city at9o’clock this morn- 
ing announced the death of ex Gov. Hardin, 
who has been seriously illforsometime., The 
cause of his death was general debility aris- 
ing from hisextreme age. He died at the 
Ringo House in this city. 

Charles Henry Hardin was elected Governor 
of Missouri in 1872 and served until 1874. He 


was a native of Kentucky, born in Trimble 
County, a | 15, 1820. In the autumn ofthe 
same year his parents came to Missouri! and 
settled in Columbia, Boone County. Young 
Hardin graduated at the Miama University in 
1841, and at once began the practice 
of law at Fallon, this State. From 1848 to 1852 
he was attorney of the Third Judicial District 
and afterwards served several terms in both 
branches of the State Legisiature. 

In 1855 Hardin was a member of the com- 
mission to revise and codify the statute laws 
of the State. 

When the war of the rebellion broke out 
and the question of secession came up for 
action he voted against Missouri going out of 
the Union, and in 1862 retired to his farm 
near this city, and when the war closed re- 
sumed the practice of his profession. 

in 1873 Gov. Hardin endowed the Hardin 
Female College near this city with property 
Valued at over $60,000 and has since been 
President of its Board of Directors. He has 
all his life given much attention tothe cause 
of education.

M’DONALD GETS WARRANTS. 


He is Determined to Make War on the 
Police Department. 


Attorney Marshall F. McDonald swore out 
warrants yesterday afternoon against Police 
Sergeant Robert Williams and Officer Samuel 
Rife, who took him in custody under orders 
of Judge Morris of the First District Police 
Court and locked him up. McDonald charges 
that Williams and Rife dragged him fom the 


court-room, although he was bot resisting, 
and struck him several times. The members 
of the Police Department laugh at McDonald. 

When asked this morning what he thought 
of Marshall McDonald’s warrants aprioss 
Sergt. Williams and Officer Rife, Chief Har- 
rigan atfirst declined to say anything for 
publication, not wishing, he said, to have 
his name published in connection with Ne- 
Donald’s, but afterwards answered a few 
questions uttohim. Hedid notthink that 
sergt. Williams and Officer Rife didgwrong if 
obeying the order of the police court in taking 
Mr. McDonald to the calaboose, and he 
felt certain that the Police Board 
would sustain tie action and see that the 


‘men were properly represented by attorney 


atthetrial, ‘‘It has always been the custom 
of this department,’’ said the Chief, ‘‘to as- 
sist the Marshalsin the Police Court and to 
carry out the orders of the court in regard to 
arresting or holding people andI don’t see 
how this pores sengel of my two men can 
amount to anything.’ 

In regard to the action of the Sergeant and 
officer in searching McDonald in the police 
station, Chief Harrigan said that it was the 
rule of the department to search all prison- 
ers before locking them up, no matter wheth- 
er charged with a capital crime or only con- 
tempt of court. 

Mr. McDonald wasalso asked for a state- 
mentand he saidin reply that Sergt. Wili- 
lains and Officer Rife clearly violated the law 
when they arrested himin Judge Morris’ 
court. ‘‘l was a sworn officer of the court,’’ 
said he, ‘‘and freefrom arresteven witha 
warrant so long as I was myself not violating 
the law or committing a breach of the peace, 
and I was doing neither. Even the City Mar- 
shailcould not have arrested me legally py 
order of the court until the commitment 
was made out,and there was no commitment 
when I was arrested. A policeman is nota 
sworn officer of thecourt and Sergt. Will- 
lams had no more right to arrest me, even 
when called up by the court, than any pri- 
vate citizen would have had. He could not 
have taken me into custody, lawfully, while 
l was defendingacase as an attoraey, even 
with awaearrant,and hehadnone. The law 
is clearly on my ‘“sideand I’m going to have 
the matter passed upon by a higher court 
than the Police Court.’’ 

Mr. McDonald will haveto drop this case 
ifSergt. Williams and Officer fe are ac- 
quitted in the Court of Criminal Correction, 
butin thatevent he will, he says, bring a 
civil sultin order thatthe legal points may 
be Carried tothe Supreme Court. He takes 
the ground that the officers also exceeded 
their authority in searching him in the police 
station.

Young Muckley’s Body Not Yet Recovered 
—Trip to Be Made Through the Sewer 
in a Skiffi—How the Work of Repairing 
the Damage Done Is PFrogressing— 
Train Service Resumed. 


The inquest on the bodies of the victims of 
the Mill Creek sewer explosion will be held 
next Monday. The jury will have no difficulty 
in determining that death was caused by the RIME ws , 
explosion. What occasioned the explosion is e NE . 
the real question and it may not be easy to find 
that out. The inquest has been set on so late 
a day in order that the coroner may have the 
benefit ofthe examination which imminent 
analysts are making as tothe probable con- 
dition of the sewer at the time of the out- 
burst. The Sewer Department is gathering 
samples from Mill Creek Sewer from Four- 
teenth street to the sewer for analysis in the 
hope of ascertaining the origin of the im- 
mense volume of gas which was presumably 
in the sewer on Tuesday afternoon when the 
thing blew up. 

For thisfpurpose Dr. Luedeking and Prof. 
Wm. M, Chauvenet visited the outlet of the 
sewer this morning. They were chaperoned 
thither by Supt. W. H. Murphy, who de- 
tailed Miles McDonough and one or two other 
expert sewer employes to assist the scientific 
gentlemen. 

While the party were getting together Prof. 
Chauvenet said that he found that the 
sampling business had been delayed rather 
too long. He understood that the mouth 
of the sewer was beginning to 
open and on the hypothesis that 
the explosion was caused by gas 
generated from a flow of oil, etc., from the 
Waters- Pierce fire, he thought likely that all 
that stuff would slide right out of the sewer 
and into the river just assoon as the outlet 
began toopen. He hadno dapbt they would 
find something olly at the mouth of the, 
sewer, ~ f it would be only the dally grease 
ofa large city. He was a little declined to 
doubt whether there was any oil left in the 
sewer after Tuesday afternoon. An explo- 
sion whose effects were felt as far west as 
Ohio avenue, and which was capable of such 
tremendous effects as one could see merely 
by looking around, would have blown every- 
thing out of the sewer into the river. 

Dr. Luedeking thought it might be so, but 
the city desired the investigation, and he 
thought they had better go on and collect 
what evidence they could and let its force be 
what it might. 

EXAMINATION AT THE MOUTH. 

On arriving at the outlet, Prof. Chauv- 
enet’s view seemed likely to be sustained. 
All that could be seen was a bright film on 
the surface, with the iridescent gleam of 
grease or ofl on water, and it was in no 
great quantity.

RENAISSANCE CLUB. 


Upholstery and Carpet Men Form an Asso- 
ciation. 


New York, July 29.—For a year past the 
large carpet and upholstery dealers of the 
country have been considering the advisabil- 
ity of forming a national club forthe purpose 
mainly of creating a more fraternal feeling in 
the trade.

KENNEDY’S MOTIVE. 


Theory Concerning the Double Tragedy 
in Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 29.—E. D. Page, 
brother ofthe broker murdered by Ronald 
Kennedy, who afterward committed suicide, 
came home yesterday. Speakingof the trag- 
edy he said: ‘‘Il fail to understand what mo- 
tive could have induced Kennedy totake the 
life of my brother. We have not had any 


business with Kennedy for more than two 
years, although he repeatedly gave us 
orders to buy Pennsylvania railroad 
Stocas. He was very fortunate at 
one time and made about $20,000. 
Inthe November panic a decline in stocks 
amounted to just about what he had made. 
Kennedy was continually giving large orders 
to buy stocks, but we declined to accept them 
on the ground that he was asking us to take 
too much. It is quite possible that Kennedy 
gave my brother an order and upon his re- 
fusal to execute it Kennedy took his life.’’ 

Mr. Page said further that he had heard 
Kennedy say he had accounts in other offices 
on the street in which he was carrying Atch- 
ison stocks.

DESTRUCTIVE ORDNANCE, 


Successful Gun Tests at the Bethlehem 
Proving Grounds. 


BETHLEHEM, Pa., July 29.—The first firingon 
the Bethlehem Iron Company’s new proving 
grounds was done yesterday. The first day’s 
shoot was to obtain the velocity of an eight- 
Inch gun. A projectile weighing 250 pounds 
was fired with an eighty-one pound charge 
wf hexagonal prismatic powder, The ball 
fiew through the screens connected by elec- 
tricity witn instruments from whose indi- 
cators a velocity of 1,702 feet a second was 


computed. As the standard for charge and 
distance is 1,700 feet, but one round was 
necessary. The test was one of the most 
satisfactory in the histo of modern ord- 
nance. Twelve-inch Harveyized armor- 
plate will be tested With the same gun on 
Saturday.

MISSOURI MATTERS. 


Circular Issued by the State Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools, 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., July 29.—In a circular to 
be issued to the public through the press L. E, 
Wolfe, State ‘Superintendent, says: ‘‘The recent 
State Jeachers’ Association reached the splendid en- 
rolimént of 950. The enrollment of the State Train- 
ing School was 265. Three or four hundred teachers 
were in attendance atthe National Educational As 
sociation at Saratoga Springs, N. Y. Probably 12,000 
teachers will attend this summer’s county institutes" 
Nineteen counties ont of every twenty are doing 


their whole duty in county institute work, but it is 
reported to me that there is a possibility of two or 
three institutes closing before the expiration of the 
four weeks. The teachers should see that this is not 
done, for it will not only render their certitic&tes il- 
legal. but subject the County Commissioner and 
inembers ofthe examining board to a fine not ex- 
ceeding $500. and prevent the county treasurer 
from legaliy honoring warrants drawn in favor of 
conductor and instructors. 

District institutes to train and license teachers in 
the higher branches will be eld during the month 
of August at Kirksville, J. fT. Muir, Secretary; Co- 
lumbia, J. P. Blanton, Secretary; Kansas City, O. 
B. Morrison. Secretary; Warrensburg, G. H. Howe, 
Secretary. ithe holders of first grade county cer- 
tificates are expected to attend these institutes and 
putsue the higher branches under specialists at in- 
stitutions supplied with apparatus and laboratory. 

Boards of education should at once pass a resolu- 
tion introducing the text-books adopted by the 
commission, gather up the old books in the hands 
of the pupils and exchange them either through 
local dealers or directly through the publishers. 
With the exception of readers these books must be 
exchanged before Sept. 1, 1892. The exchan e of 
readers must be completed betore Sept. 22, 1892.

Sioux Falls Preparing to Try the Experi- 
ment. 


Sioux FALts, 8S. D., July 28.—The City Coun- 
cil Committee appointed by the Mayor hav- 
ing in charge Attorney Lyons’ ‘‘municipal 
saloon’’ idea, are ready to report. On next 
Monday they will give their verdict unani- 
mously in favor of inaugurating the scheme. 
Their report is a unique one, and strongly op- 
posed to the State prohibitory law. The sen- 
timent among the Aldermen is growing fav- 
orable to the trial ofa city saloon one month 


at least. Chairman Bridge of the Com- 
mittee makes the prediction that 
the city will go into the 
business and that it will become so popular 
that it will continue as one of the permanent 
institutions of the municipality. The com- 
mittee recommends the establishment of six 
city saloons in Sioux Falls, one for each 
ward. The saloons are to be opened from 5 
a.m.tol0p. m.
